Gregory Middleton is a 
student at Bushwick High School. 
On Friday, January 9, Gregory, 
along with eight other persons, 
was held hostage by four gunmen 
in John and Al’s Sporting Goods 
Store at Broadway and Myrtle 
Avenue. 

Gregory had gone to John 
and Al’s Sporting Goods that 
Friday afternoon to purchase a 
pair of sneakers. On his way to 
the counter, he was stopped by a 
man who told him to drop the 
sneakers. Gregory hesitated for a 
moment, but at the sight of a gun 
he immediately obeyed he 
command. 

Gregory, along with the eight 
other hostages, was detained in 
the store by the four gunmen who 
had robbed the store. Escape was 
not possible before the arrival of 
the police. Although there was 
occasional shooting, none of the 
hostages were hurt. However, 
one of the four gunmen was 
wounded. Gregory commented 
that all he could think of was 
“getting out.” But, he and the 
other hostages kept themselves 
amused with chess and checkers. 

On Saturday afternoon food 
was brought to both the gunmen 
and the hostages by the New 
York City Police Department. 
The menu consisted of ham¬ 
burgers, french fries and sodas. 


Sunday at 1:00 p.m. while the 
four were preoccupied on the first 
floor with a shooting session with 
the police, the hostages on the 
second floor managed to escape 
to the roof of the building through

a storeroom of which the gunmen 
were not aware. 

When Gregory and the others 
reached the roof, they identified 
themselves to the police below. 
The police advised that they “hit 
the roof and stay down.” Finally, 
a ladder was brought and 
Gregory with eight other 
hostages reached freedom in the 
furniture store next to John and 
Al’s. 

“You know something-I 
don’t know why I went to buy a 
pair of sneakers. I mean, I had no 
money on me!’’ commented 
Gregory Middleton.

In addition, Diana remains eligible for 
state and national honors. 

The State Homemaker of Tomorrow, to be chosen from all school 
winners in the state in judging centering on performance in the Dec. 5 
test, will receive a $1500.00 college scholarship. A 20-volume reference 
work, “The Annals of America,” will also be presented to the state 
winner’s school by Encyclopedia Britannica Educational Corporation. 
The second-ranking student in the state will receive a $500 scholarship. 

In late April, the 51 Betty Crocker Homemakers of Tomorrow 
representing every state and the District of Columbia-each ac¬ 
companied by a faculty advisor-will gather in Washington, D.C., for 
an expense-paid tour of the capital city and Colonial Williamsburg, 
Va. Culminating the tour will be announcement of the 1973 Betty 
Crocker All-American Homemaker of Tomorrow and three runners- 
up. To be selected through personal observation and interviews during 
the tour plus state-level judging results, they will be awarded in¬ 
creases in their scholarships to $5,000, $4,000, $3,000 and $2,000.
